Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: Applicants proposed arguments directed to the 103 rejection and the 
lack of prima facie case for selecting primers consisting of SE QID NO: 1 and 2. The applicants argued that the 
intended use of Mbayed primers would not motivate looking for alternative primers. The examiner explained that the 
primers function to amplify the region that is variant and would motivate the ordinary artisan to primers in this region 
including SEQ ID NO: 1 and 2. The entire region of the primers is known and designing primers to this region was 
known, therefore picking alternative primers which would amplify this region would have been obvious absent 
secondary considerations. The applicants maintain that no prima facie case was meet. Applicants indicated that they 
would likely file an after final amendment for the examiner to consider further. . 
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
